As the present is the season of the year for gather- 
ing winter fruit, and for treasuring it up for future 
use, we propose in this number to give the results of 
our reading and observation on the subject. The 
best methods of preserv ation will not succeed with- 
Out proper attention to the mode of gathering and 
storing ; and it is necessary to treat of these together. 
We shall confine our remarks to the grape, the pear, 
and the apple, because these are most common and 
important. 








OF GRAPES. 

These should be allowed to hang upon the vines 
till they are fully ripe. ‘The clusters should be pick- 
ed when perfectly dry, not by tearing them from the 
vines, but by cutting the stem near tae vine with a! 
knife or scissors ; and if the cluster contains any 
grapes that are green, withered or blasted, 
should be separated from itin a similar manner, It} 
should then be gently laid into a stall basket, which, 
when filled, should be carried to the packing room, | 
and put down for winter. As each cluster ix taken! 
from the basket to be packed, end of the | 
stem with a hot iron, or seal it with common sealing! 
wax, to prevent the escape of the vinous fluid through 
the fractured pores. 

For common demestic use, grapes may be packed 
in a drawer, swall firkin, tub or pail in the following

EXPLORATION OF THE DEAD SEA. 

We are not now in expectation of discovering new 
new species. ‘The world has been cireumnavigated 
in such various lines of latitude and longitude, that 
there remains no more space, on the planet which 
we inhabit, for the location of a new continent. But 
still there are certain portions of the continents al- 
ready known, that have been perfectly explored. We 
know very li:tle of the interior of Africa, or of the 
continent of NewHolland. Within the last hundred 
years, much has been done by individuals, by literary 
and scientific associations, and by governments, to 
obtain knowledge of this deseription. 

In October 1847, Lieutenant Lynch received orders 
from the Secretary of the Navy to take command of 
the store-ship “Supply,” to explore the Dead Sea. 
He constructed two metallic boats—one ot copper, 
and the other of galvanized iron. He selected ten 
young vative Americans, pledged to total abstinence, 

to accompany.bim., He landed at Beirut, and the 
two boats with much difficulty were conveyed over 
the mountains and launcbed into the Sea of Galilee 
The descent of the river Jordan, from. the Sea of 
Galilee to the Dead Sea, occupied about a week.
